would go beyond Paftoral, and +o fle Kinds Of 
Poetry, he ought to acquaint himfelf with the Pomp 
and Magiificence of Courts. He fhould be ver 
well verfed in every thing that is noble and ftately 
in the Produ@ions of Art, whether it appear in 
Painting or Statuary, in the great Works of Archi- 
tecture that are in their prefent Glory, or in the 
Ruins of thofe that flourithed in former Ages. 


Such Advantages as thefe lielp to ope , 
Thoughts, and to enlarge his re tt ig rho 
theretore have their Influence on all Kinds of Wii- 
ting, if the Author knows how to make right ufe 
of them. And among thofe of the learned Lan- 
guages that excell in this Talent, the moft per- 
fe& in their feveral Kinds, are perhaps ieee 
Virgil, snd Ovid. The firlt ftrikes the Imagination 
wonderfully with what is Great, the fecond with 
What is Beautiful, and the lalt with what is Strange 
Reading the Iliad is like travelling througha Coun. 
iry uninhabited, where the Fancy is entettained with - 
a thoufand Savage Profpedts of vaft Defarts, wide 
uncultivated Matfhes,huge Forelts, mi f-thapen Rocks 
and Precipices. On the contrary, the e£neid is like 
a well-ordered Garden, where it is impoffible to 
find out any Part unadorned, or to caft our Eyes up- 
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on @ fingle Spot, that does not produce fome beau- 
tiful Plant or Flower. But when we are in the 
Metamorphofis, we are walking on enchanted 
Ground, and fee nothing but Scenes of Magick ly- 
ing round us. 


Hlomer is in his Province, when he is defcribing 
a Battel or a Multitude, a Heroe or a God. Virg:l 
is never better pleas’d, than when he is in his E/y- 
fium, or copying out an entertaining Pi€ture. Ho- 
veer’s Epithets generally mark out what is Great, 
Virgil’s what is Agreeable. Nothing can be more 
Magnificent than the Figure that %apiter makesin 
the Firft Jad, nor more Charming than that of Ve-

and always rifes above himfelf, whenhe has Homer 
in his View. Virgil has drawn together, into his 
efEncid, all the pleafing Scenes that his Subje& is 
capable of admitting, and in his Georgics has giv- 
en us a Colleétion of the moft delightful Land- 


skips that can be made out of Fields and Woods, | 


Herds of Cattle, and Swarms of Bees. 


Ovid, in his Metamorphofis, has thewn us how 
the Imagination may be affected by what is Strange. 
He defcribes a Miracle in every Story, and always 
gives us the Sight of fome new Creature at the end 
of it. His Art confifts chiefly in weil-timing his 
Defcription, before the firlt Shape is quite worn off, 
and the new one perfeétly finith’d ; fo that he every 
where entertains us with fomething we never faw 
before, and fhews Monfter after Montfter, to the end 
of the Metamorphofis, 


If I were to name a Poet that is a perfe& Ma- 
fter in all thefe Arts of working on the Imagination, 
I think Milton may pafs for one: And if his Para- 
dife Loft falls thort of the eneid or Lad inthis re- 
{peét, it proceedsrather from the Fault of the Lan- 
guage in which it is written, than from any Defeét 
of Genius in the Author. So Divine a Poem in 
Englifo, is like a ftately Palace built of Brick,
